COMPETITIVE TERMS 


If small town are to hold their own in the modern scene 
they must recognize the changes which have taken place in 
the past thirty years. Small towns are no. longer monarch’s of 
all they survey, automatically drawing business from sur- 
rounding areas, because the people have nowhere else to go. 
Before the days of the motor car, a town flourished by virtue 
of the population around it. The surrounding countryside pat- 
ronized the nearest shopping centre, and no great effort was 
required to draw business. The only serious outside competi- 
tor was Timothy Eaton. There was thus assured to every town 
a certain trade which could be depended upon with unwaver- 
ing faithfulness. This trade might be divided amongst the differ- 
ent business houses according to value received, But it,all came 
to the town. 

Nowadays, however, with the universal use of motor cars 
and the open highways, conditions are entirely different. Con- 
siderations of distance are almost nonexistent, and this brings 
the small town merchant into formidable competition with the 
the large business houses of the city. It also brings small towns 
into competition with each other, No one town has any hard- 
and-fast trading area. It may draw for miles beyond its own 
limits, or it may easily lose to nearby towns according to the 
service provided. 

This accentuates the competitive life. Undoubtedly the 
‘small town merchant suffers under the inability to carry as 
large a stock as big departmental houses, but he can surmount 
‘this handicap if he has quick wholesale service, an obliging 
staff, and ‘the personal interest which is always appreciated. 
A small store may be made quite as attractive as a large one. 
But-all this requires greatly increased effort, and more plan- 
ning..Prices are an important factor which brings business to 
any centre, no matter how small. 


Although there is no reason why a small town should de- 

: eline under modern competition, it has to hustle as it never 
had to in the old days. It must present reasons why it deserves 
patronage. It must advertise its busineses and its recreational 
attractions, reaching the buying public from all possible angles. 
Prices and general service being equal, it should also fos- 

ter a welcoming. spirit, provide conweniences and capitalize on 
any natural advantages which it may have. The old order is 
changing very rapidly, not only in individual living, but in ev- 
2ry phase of business life. —High River Times.

1} Canada, It will be remembered that 


during the session which opened on 
September 16th last the Minister of 
Agriculture placed on the order paper 
& resolution proceeding a bill to ter- 
minate the provisions of the Agricul- 
tural Prices Support Act at the énd of 
the present parliament. Vigorous pro- 
tests were made in the House and I 
understang the Minister and other 
members of the government received 
numerous letters of protest witn the 
result that the resolution died on the 
order paper at the end of the session 
on December 10th. We were pleasantly 
surprised early this session when the 
Minister placed on the order paper a 
resolution making the Agricultural 
Prices Support Act pérmanent legis- 
lation and this was passed before the 


end of March as the old act expired on ; 


that date. The Agricultural Products 
Act was also amendeqg which keeps it 
in operation for one more year and 
this was found necessary because of 
our contracts with Britain. 

*®On Thursday, April 20th, the Minis- 
ter of Trade and Commerce moved 
another resolution preceeding a bill to 
amend the Canadian Wheat Board Act 
and make the board the sole selling 
agency for wheat for another three 
years. This same applies to oats and 
barley. Many people were concerned 
about the wheat board legislation be- 
ing kept on the statute books as. legis- 
lation only provided for its existence 
up to the end of July 3ist next and J 
believe a large majority of farmers are 
now convinced that the wheat board 
is by far the best method of selling 
their grain.

The United States Department of 
Agriculture has estimated that 16.8 
percent of the total area under winter 
wheat has been abandoned and that 
on the remaining area, a yield of 14.4 
bushels to the acre will be secured.

000 bushels, compared to the 902,000,- 
000 busiiels harvested a year ago. The 
yield this year is estimated at 14.4 
bushels per acre compared to an esti- 
mated yield of 16.6 bushels per acre at 
this time last year.

QUALITY IN OATS 


Chemistry is stepping into. the pic- 
ture more and more as the decisive 
agent in establishing the real nutrition 
values in farm products and their ef- 
fects on animals, man included. 

This fact has been demonstrated reée- 
cently in the Canada Department of 
Agriculture where tests have been 
made on oats grown in widely separat- 
ed areas and of different varieties. The 
results show promise of better guid- 
ance for the future in establishing bal- 
anced diets for farm animals—and 
porridge lovers. 

Popular conception ot a good variety 
of oat is usually one with good yields, 
high weight per bushel and thin hulls. 
Such a variety may have a good feed- 
ing value, but not necessarily. Chemi- 
cal analysis gives a much better idea 
of protein and fat content, for instance 
Results of such analyses at the Chem- 
istry Division of the Certral Experi- 
mental Farm, Ottawa, are very etrik- 
ing. ng 

Oat varieties varied from 14 to 17 
per cent in protein—Victory gave 15.46 
and Cartier 17.15 per cent. This mtans 
that 111 pounds of Victory .would be 
required to equal the protein of 100 
pounds of Cartier. Some varieties con- 
taineg twice as much fat as others—- 
Roxton, 6.48 and Exeter, 2.70 per cen*, 
that is the samé amount of fat in 190 
pounds of Roxton as in 203 pounds of 
Exeter. 

_ The ‘varieties used for these tests 
Were grown at Agassiz, B.C.; Scott, 
Sask.; Winnipeg, Man., and Ottawa. 


The average protein content of all 
varieties tested was lowest at Agassix 
and highest at Winnipeg and Scott. 
The fat content was higher in the Scott 
test than at any other three. points.

‘Fertility Balanes In 
The Drought Area 


The hard req spring wheat of west- 
ern Canada has ranked highest in the 


world market since wheat was first ex- 


ported from the prairie area. This 
superiority is the result of the fertil- 
ity balance of the soils and the pre- 
valling climatic conditions, 

The term drought area, in this ar- 
ticle, refers to the Brown 8oil zone or 
short grass prairies of Saskatchewan. 
Tite soils of this area were developed 
on glacial drift, Which was formed 
from a wide variety of roeks, thus as- 
suring a good supply of the minerals 
essential for plant growth, The sur- 
face 5 inches of these soils contains 
approximately 0.2 per cent nitrogen, 
0.05 per cent phosphorus and 1.5 per 
cent potassium, says J. L. Doughty, 
Soil Research Laboratory, Swift Cur- 
rent, Sask\ 


rs For hundreds of years these soils 
produced grass. Each year the plant. 
nutrients were brought up from the 
soil, built into plant tissue and return- 
ed to the soil when the plant decayed. 
There was little or no loss by leaching, 
for the precipitation was seldom suf- 
ficient to penetrate much beyond the 
rogt zone. The repetition of the cycle 
of growth and decay over 
years built up a good supply of read- 
}ily available plant nutrients with a 
mere or less favourable fertility bal- 
ance. Whén these soils were put under 
eultivation, they produced good cropa 
of high quality, under favourable mioie- 
ture conditions. The quality of the 
product has been maintained through. 
out the years and as the average yield 
in 1942 was the highest on record, it 
can be assumed that the productivity 
‘has not materially decreased. 

The average yield of wheat for the 
area concerned is approximately 
bushels, which means an annual loss 
of'19 pounds of nitrogen, 3.8 pounds 
of phosphorus and 3.4 pounds of pot- 
assium per acre, if the grain is sold off 
the farm, Commercial fertilizers are 
not in general use for results, to date, 
have not indicated that either nitro- 
gen or phosphorus was lacking. How- 
ever, the annual loss from the land of 
even 3.3 pounds of phosphorus’ per 
acre will eventually have an effect and 
the supply will have to be replenished. 
Periodic application of fertilizers to 
experimental areas should be made te 
determine if the fertility alance is be- 
ing maintained. 


There has been an approximate loss 
of 20 per cent of nitrogen ang organic 
matter from the prairie soils since 
they were brought under cultivation. 
The organic matter of the soil is sub- 
ject to constant decomposition, which 
means an annual loss of this valuable 


constituent. The return of all crop res- 


idue to the land will reduce, but may 
not fully compensate for the annual 
loss. The time may not be far distant 


when other methods of supplementing | 


the supply of organic matter are nec- 
essary. This may mean seeding the 
land to grasses and legumes at periodie 
intervals for the improvement of the 
chemical ‘composition and physica) 
conditions of the soil. Only by main-
